The  purser  of  the  ill-fated  steamship  gives 
the  foil  'wing  narrative:  “  We  were  seven 
d  vs  »t  on  Saturday  night.  I  won  sleeping  I 
in  ojv  berth  when  the  collision  occurred.  1 
Hushing  on  deck  I  descried  a  sailing  ship,  i 
and  three  lujnotes  later  gained  the  fearful 
conviction  that  the  steamship  was  going 
don  it  by  flic  bow.  Thirty  or  forty  paasengers 
t  isnag  d  to  jret  into  the  longb<»at,  and  life 
grew  btrong  within  them  when  they  were 
ftv  l  from  the  sinking  vessel;  but  suddenly 
the  mi/7a*nmasi  fell  and  left  the  side  of  the 
v.-sAi  1,  killing  or  wounding  nearly  all  of 
them.  Immediately  after  the  mainmast  fell

A  death-likp  calm 
succeeded  the  noise  :  ml  tumult.  The  cap¬ 
tain  remained  on  the  *  >ridge  during  the  whole  . 
sn*ne.  He  was  resc-ed  one  hour  later.  .Six 
officers  out  of  fifteen  were  saved,  all  by  swim¬ 
ming  for  life,  with  the  exception  of  the  first 
liettt  uant,  who  went  in  a  boat  to  the  Loch- 
Enrn. 

Captaig  Suimont,  who  remained  on  deck 
till  the  last,  was  rescued  three-quarters  of  an 
hour  after  the  collision. 

Six  hours  ufter  the  di*»ster.  the  American 
whip  Trimonatiin  sighted  tha  Lieh  Eirn 
mid  the  rescued  pasoengers  were  transferred 
to  the.  former  which  arrived  at  Carihff  on 
Monday.
